Early Sunday as the sun ascended to the win- 
ter sky the last American convoy made its way 
down the main highway that connects Iraq 
and Kuwait. 

The military called it its final “tactical road 
march.” A series of no heavily armored, hulk- 
ing trucks and Mine Resistant Ambush Pro- 
tected vehicles carrying about 500 soldiers 
streamed slowly but steadily out of the com- 
bat zone. 

A few minutes before 8 a.m., the metal gate 
behind the last MRAP closed. With it came 
to an end a deadly and divisive war that lasted 
almost nine years, its enormous cost calculat- 
ed in blood and billions of dollars. 

Some rushed to touch the gate, forever a 
symbol now of an emotional, landmark day 


Some cheered with the Army’s ultimate ex- 
pression of affirmation: “Hooah!” 

“It’s hard to put words to it right now,” 
Lt. Col. Jack Vantress said. 

“It’s a feeling of elation,” he said, “to see 
what we’ve accomplished in the last eight 
and a half years and then to be part of the last 
movement out of Iraq.” 

The U.S. still will maintain a presence in 
Iraq: hundreds of nonmilitary personnel, in- 
cluding 1,700 diplomats, law enforcement of- 
ficers, and economic, agricultural and other 
experts, according to the State Department. 
In addition, 5,000 security contractors will 
protect Americans and another 4,500 con- 
tractors will serve in other roles. 


The quiet U.S. exit, shrouded in secrecy un- 
til it occurred, closes a war that was conten- 
tious from the start and cost the nation more 
than $800 billion. 

President Obama, who had made a cam- 
paign promise to bring home American 
troops, reflected on a greater cost as Sunday’s 
exit made good on his word. 

According to the Defense Department, 
4,487 service members were killed in the war. 
More than 30,000 were wounded. In all, 1.5 
million Americans served their nation at war.

I was taken aback by 
a recent political ad 
from Texas Gov. Rick 
Perry, not just be- 
cause the content is 
so \ale and homopho- 
bic but because for 
years Perry has been 
dogged by rumors 
that he is gay. 

I don't mean “gay” 
in the playground 
p)ejorative sense, I 
mean that he's had 
to fend off talk that 
he's a closeted homosexual. '^I'hese unsub- 
stantiated rumors have followed Perry since 
2004, when he had to deny ha\dnga homo- 
sexual affair in an interview with the Austin 
American- States man. More recently this 
summer, Politico ran a story on the subject, 
comparing the perpetuation of those rumors 
to the fringe movement of the “birthers” who 
believe President Obama wasn't born in the 
US. 

One might defend the Republican 
presidential candidate against such a smear 
campaign of unproven gossip— and until 
two weeks ago I would have agreed— but 
once you use the private sexual lives of other 
people as a tool to drum up votes, you open 
yourself up to the rest of us talking about 
what you do in the bedroom. 

'llie anti-gay ad, in which he struts around 
a meadow in a Car hart t jacket (what an awe- 
some cultural signifier of “real” America) and 
bemoans that something is wrong with this 
country when “gays can serve openly in our 
military but our kids can't openly celebrate 
Christmas,” maybe the most brazenly homo- 
phobic ad by a national candidate ever. 

Given how hateful and tasteless it is, 
anyone who thinks realistically about what 
fuels homophobia cannot help but raise 
an eyebrow This is actually a good tip for 
you guys out there: Think about the most 
homophobic friend you have (because we all 



have them) and note his discomfort when 


the topic arises in conversation. If his reac- 
tion is bizarrely hateful, it's fair to speculate 
whether the dude has thought about what 
you look like naked. 

And given the tolerance my generation is 
slowly shaming our parents and grandparents 
into, you can now no lor^cr toss around 
homophobic slurs. The code has changed to 
“stuff” like Perry's ad. 

We are living through one of the fastest 
civil rights paradigm shifts in American his- 
tory. lb have gone from a majority anti-gay 
marriage country and a homophobic presi- 
dent ready to enact a constitutional amend- 
ment to ban marriage equality to that right 
being extended in multiple states, Obama 
ending “don't ask, don't tell” and a complete 
reversal in public support in just a few short 
years is remark able. 

So I don’t feel bad for Rick Perry because 
of his continued fight against these rumors. I 
feel bad because someday his grandchildren 
will watch that ad.

IDENIIfY? 






For some, gender 
identity isn’t just a fight 
for rights, but also for 
public understanding

Dan Carmichael had barely taken his first 
breath when a doctor announced his gender: 
“It’s a girl.” 

That’s where gender identity begins for 
most. A pronouncement at birth, a quick 
glance at the genitals revealing a person to be 
male or female. 

If only it were that simple for Carmichael. 
He was raised a girl— then named Danielle 
Sosin— grew into a woman, served in the 
military during the Iraq War, yet never quite 
felt comfortable. 

“I felt like an impostor,” said Carmichael, 
now 33 and living as a man, the gender he 
always identified with. “But who do you be- 
come when you’re not really sure who you 
are?” 

Carmichael is part of a once-hidden demo- 
graphic that now feels freer than ever to show 
itself, even while faced with widespread dis- 
crimination and misunderstanding of what it 
means to be “transgender.” 

Unlike gays and lesbians, who in some 
substantive ways have been assimilated into 
modern American culture, transgender peo- 
ple remain on the fringe, often stereotyped as 
“trannies” and sensationalized in movies and 
TV shows. 

The recent appearance of Chaz Bono, a 
transgender man formerly known as Chastity 
Bono, on “Dancing With the Stars” caused 
an uproar among some conservative groups 
such as the American Family Association. 
And “Work It,” a new ABC comedy that 
premieres Jan. 3, is being widely protested by 
transgender groups for its premise: A pair of 
men dress like women to get jobs. 

Transgender activists have been on the 
front lines of the gay and lesbian civil rights 
movement since before the riots at Newark 
City’s Stonewall Inn in 1969, but only fairly 
recently has the transgender community felt 
empowered to speak up and demand recogni- 
tion and rights of its own. 

Across the country legislative efforts are 
under way to make it easier for people to 
change the gender on their birth certificates 


Public Health, pressed by a lawsuit from the 
American Civil Liberties Union, said trans- 
gender Illinoisans could change the gender 
on their birth certificates without undergoing 
genital-reformation surgery 

“I think it has been a good year,” said M. 
Dru Levasseur, transgender rights attor- 
ney for the national gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender legal rights group Lambda

and align identification documents— includ- 
ing driver’s licenses and passports — with their 
gender identity Many jails and prisons, includ- 
ing the Cook County Jail, have implemented 
rules to accommodate transgender inmates. 
And legal advocates agree that while gays and 
lesbians continue to fight for marriage and 
other rights, the next significant wave of legal 
action will involve transgender people. 


On Dec. 6 in Georgia, the nth US. Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled in favor of a transgen- 
der woman who was fired from her state job 
in 2007 after telling her boss she planned to 
transition from male to female. In the court’s 
ruling. Judge Rosemary Barkett wrote: ‘An in- 
dividual cannot be punished because of his or 
her perceived gender non-conformity”

Nathaniel Davis grew up in Omaha, Neb., in a 
Pentecostal family. When he would sneak into 
his sister’s closet and dress up in her clothes, or 
when he would act effeminate, his parents and 
the people in his church would repeatedly say to 
him: “You are not a girl. You are not a girl. You are 
not a girl.” 


“I was never given the choice,” said Davis, 
who now goes by the name Nathan “Precious” 
Davis. “I hadn’t even had a chance to realize 
my gender identity, it was just assigned to me. 

I remember weeping and crying and praying 
that God would change me and take away these 
feelings.” 

Despite the family pressure, Davis came out as 
a gay man in high school. But a gay and lesbian 
literature course during his sophomore year in 
college opened his eyes. 

“I read about transgender people,” Davis said. 
“I didn’t even think that was possible. I read all 


these books and case studies and then I was like, 
‘Oh my God, I’m trans. I really am female. My gen- 
der identity is female.’ ” 

She began dressing as a woman full time, and 
years of internal conflict seemed to wash away: “I 
felt this wholeness as a person. It was amazing. I 
was nervous, but I was happy. I suddenly felt like I 
could start living.” 

At one point, Davis tried taking hormones but 
didn’t like the way they made her feel. She has 
done nothing to alter her body. 

“Why should I do that when I feel like I’m beau- 
tiful just as I am?” she said. 


‘Uncom- 
fortable 
in my 
own skin’ 

Candice Hart knew as early 
as age 4 that she shouldn’t 
have been born a boy. 

“It was evident to me that I 
was uncomfortable in my own 
skin,” she said. “I knew that 
something was going on.” 

Born in the 1950s, there 
were no resources for Hart 
to turn to, and she feared her 
parents might have her insti- 
tutionalized if she brought up 
her gender uncertainty. 

“So I put my feelings in a 
vault,” she said. “I met a wom- 
an, had children and went 
through representing myself 
as a man. But even when I was 
happy, I didn’t feel whole.” 

Hart built a career as a director of public works in a northwest suburban community, 
but the nagging feelings of being an impostor only grew worse: “They were gnawing at 
me from the time I’d get up in the morning, it was all I’d think about. Until finally I said, ‘I 
don’t want to do this anymore.’ ” 

Hart began transitioning to female at age 49. Before long she was taking prescrip- 
tion hormones and working with a therapist who confirmed her suspicions-she is 
transgender. 

Though divorced. Hart is close with her children and still in touch with her ex-wife. 

She has become an activist in the transgender community, chairing the group Illinois 
Gender Advocates and taking a graduate-level community counseling program at 
Argosy University. 

“When I first began to live as I knew I should, I felt euphoric, and I still do,” said Hart, 
now 61. “When I get up in the morning, I don’t have to think who I am anymore.” 



‘Overwhelmingly 

positive’ 

About four years ago, while in college in Vermont, 
Andre Perez began researching LGBT history and 
reading extensively about gender identity. Assigned 
female gender at birth, Perez had long felt he didn’t fit 
in socially with women-when younger, he was con- 
sidered a tomboy. 

At 19, Perez real- 
ized why he had 
been questioning 
his gender identity. 

“I met a lot of 
trans people and 
began spending 
more time with 
them,” Perez said. “I 
found people who 
inspired me and I 
found a communi- 
ty that I finally con- 
nected with. One of the first people I met was a trans 
man, and he was the first person I could ever imagine 
growing up to be like.” 

In 2009, he formally changed his name to Andre 
Perez-he asked that his birth name not be used in 
this story-and started asking people to refer to him 
using male pronouns: “It felt more affirming to be 
called ‘he’ instead of ‘she.’ ” 

He takes testosterone to lower his voice and is rec- 
ognized in day-to-day life as a man, though he says 
he’s “more drawn to being recognized as gender-neu- 
tral.” He dates people of all genders. 

“My experience of being trans has had a pretty 
overwhelmingly positive impact on my life,” said 
Perez, an activist and founder of the Trans Oral 
History Project. “My gender variance has brought me 
into a much larger community.” 



Q&A: TRANSGENDER 
How many transgender 
people are there? 

The National Center for 
Transgender Equality esti- 
mates that between 0.25 
percent and 1 percent of 
the population is trans- 
gender, a range in line 
with estimates from sex 
researchers. 

Is being transgender a 
mental illness? 

Gender identity disorder 
is a psychiatric condition 
listed in the Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual. 
However, most transgen- 
der people bristle at the 
thought of having their 
identity pathologized. 
There is a push in the trans- 
gender community to have 
gender identity disorder 
removed from the DSM. 

What is a transvestite? 

The term “transvestite” is 
considered offensive as it 
implies that a person wears 
opposite-sex clothing as 
a sexual fetish. The term 
“crossdresser” is more ap- 
propriate. Crossdressers are 
people who wear clothing 
associated with the oppo- 
site gender because it gives 
them a sense of fulfillment 
and allows them to express 
a partof their identity. 

How do I know what pro- 
noun to use with a trans- 
gender person? 

Never make assumptions. 

If you aren’t sure, ask the 
person which pronoun he 
or she prefers you use. 

Is it OK to ask transgen- 
der people whether they 
have had surgical proce- 
dures done? 

Never. Those are deeply 
personal decisions. Also, 
many transgender people 
don’t feel they need sur- 
gery to be comfortable 
living in the gender they 
identify with, tribune 


Legal. “I thinlc the l^ey thing— and it’s very 
similar to the change that happened in the 
movement with gay and lesbian people — 
is that many people thought, ‘Oh that’s a 
choice, that’s a lifestyle.’ When people come 
to understand that this is who someone is, I 
thinlc that’s when they can really take it into 
their hearts.” 

Despite progress with civil rights, transgen- 


der people still face considerable discrimina- 
tion in public and in the workplace. The ef- 
fect of that is crystallized in a national study 
released earlier this year by the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force and the National 
Center for Transgender Equality 

The survey of more than 6,ooo transgen- 
der and gender nonconforming people found 
that 41 percent of respondents had attempted 


suicide, compared with less than 2 percent in 
the general population. 

For Carmichael, when he decided to transi- 
tion and began living his life fully as a man, he 
at last felt right. 

“Fm very comfortable being a trans man,” 
he said. “Fm sort of reveling in the idea of fi- 
nally being content.” 

Alice Dreger, professor of clinical medical 


humanities and bioethics at Northwestern 
University’s Feinberg School of Medicine, said 
this kind of outcome is common and demon- 
strates what it takes for a transgender person 
to find physical and psychological peace. 

“People who are transgender do much bet- 
ter after they have the interventions they 
need,” Dreger said. “The regret rate in sex- 
change procedures is very very low.”

52 cars— including 40 on Pink Line— will be sidelined 
until inspectors complete testing on flaws

All of the Cl'As new rail cars have been pulled 
from service as a safety precaution after inspec- 
tions turned up multiple irregularities in the 
appearance of steel wheel components, transit 
officials said Friday. 

'ITie 52 cars delivered so far by Bombardier 
'I'ransportation, including 40 that were in ser- 
vice on the Pink Line untiriTiursday night, will 
remain in rail yards and no new cars will be ac- 
cepted until the issue is resolved, C'FA spokes- 
woman Molly Sullivan said* 

The flaws were detected by CTA inspectors 
at the Bombardier plant in Plattsburgh, N*Y, 
agency officials said* 

The sidelining of the new rail cars, which 
were part of a more than Si billion order for 
a 706-car fleet, marks the first major setback 
since the CTTA received prototypes of the next- 
generation cars in 2010, 


Sullivan said it isn’t yet known whether the 
flaws, which were found in the castings used to 
make wheel bearing housings, would cause any- 
thing more serious than superficial blemishes. 

'I'he new trains were operating solely on 
the Pink Line and were to be phased in on the 
Green Line in February, llie CIA’s strategy is 
to introduce the cars on the least-busy lines first 
in order to minimize service disruptions if prob- 
lems arise, officials said. 

Irregularities in the quality of the castii^ first 
were observed by CTA inspectors last month at 
Tk>mbardier’s assembly plant, CTA officials said* 
The castings were replaced and no additional 
problems were detected until Tuesday when 
CTA inspectors found a second quality issue 
with a casting at the manufacturing plant* 

"‘CTA and Bombardier immediately began 
more inspections and discovered issues with 
other castings,” the CTTA said in a statement* 


TEMPORARY SOLUTION 

Until testing is completed, the new 5000 
Series cars wiii be replaced by raii cars up to 
42 years oid, officials said. The switch-out of 
cars will not cause service disruptions uniess 
theoid cars, which had been destined for the 
salvage heap, maifunction. 


“Tlie parts are undergoing rigorous testing 
and while the testing is not complete, CTA de- 
cided as a precaution to take the 5000 Series 
cars out of service until more information is 
gathered,” the statement said. 

In addition to the 40 cars pulled from service, 
12 cars that had been delivered also will undergo 
inspections, officials said, adding that all costs 
will be paid by Bombardier as part of the con-

Bombardier spokcs’woman Alaryanne Roberts

KIM JONG IL DIES 


D SEOUL North Korea’s longtime leader 
Kim Jong II, the embodiment of the 
reclusive state where his cult of personality is 
deeply entrenched, has died, state TV report- 
ed. He was believed to be 69. 

Regarded as one of the world’s most repres- 
sive leaders, Kim Jong II always cut a slightly 
bizarre figure. His diminutive stature and char- 
acteristically bouffant hair have been parodied 
by some in the West. 

“He’s a mysterious person— I think by de- 
sign,” said Han S. Park, director of the Center 
for the Study of Global Issues at the University 
of Georgia and a frequent visitor to North Ko- 
rea. “Mystery is a source of leverage and power. 
It’s maintaining uncertainty“ 

But for the citizens of his Democratic Peo- 


ple’s Republic of Korea, Kim was the embodi- 
ment of the reclusive state, and well regarded. 

His father, Kim II Sung, founded North Ko- 
rea with Soviet backing after World War II. 

Kim Jong II was a little boy when the Korean 
War broke out in 1950 when the Communist 
North invaded the American-backed South. 
After the fighting ended, Kim became steeped 
in his father’s philosophy of “juche,” or self- 
reliance— the basis of North Korea’s reclusive 
nature. North and South Korea never signed a 
peace treaty and remain technically at war. 

Kim Jong Il’s younger brother drowned as 
a child and his mother died when he was 7. 
Shortly after, in 1950, the Korean War broke 
out and he was sent to Manchuria, returning 
three years later when it ended. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT 

On state TV early Monday, a tearful an- 
nouncer dressed in black said Kim Jong II 
had died on a train trip Saturday of physi- 
cal and mental over-work on his way to 
give “field guidance.” He had suffered 
a stroke in 2008 but appeared to have 
recovered. 


Despite these hardships, Kim Jong II pre- 
sumably was surrounded by privilege for most 
of his upbringing. As the son of an iron-fisted 
dictator, “the doors were likely opening for 
him from a very young age,” said Dae-sook 
Suh, a professor at the University of Hawaii 
who specializes in the Pyongyang government.
